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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  strike  of  dock  workers  at  West  Coast  ports,  which  began  July  1 
and  which  closed  the  refining  operations  of  the  only  cane  sugar  refinery 
on  the  West  Coast,  continues.     However,  this  refinery  has  recently  re- 
sumed operations  on  a  reduced  basis,  using  limited  quantities  of  raw 
sugar  shipped  from  Hawaii  through  Vancouver,  Canada. 

Preliminary  reports  of  sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  continue 
to  compare  well  with  last  year  when  record  quantities  were  distributed. 
Through  Sept.   18,  1971,  sales  totaled  8,030,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
compared  with  8,098,000  tons  sold  through  the  same  date  last  year.  While 
reported  sales  this  year  are  about  68,000  tons  behind  those  reported 
during  the  comparable  period  last  year,  inclusion  of  constructive  deliveries- 
which  in  1969  totaled  40,000  tons  and  in  19  70,  161,000  tons  —  in  the 
year  of  actual  delivery     reveals  that  19  71  physical  deliveries  through 
Sept.  18,  were  53,000  tons  more  than  physical  deliveries  during  the  com- 
parable period  of  last  year.     Deliveries  of  5,600,000  tons  of  cane  sugar 
in  19  71  are  about  212,000  tons  ahead  of  last  year  while  physical  deliveries 
of  beet  sugar  are  behind  by  about  133,000  tons. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
Aug.  28,  1971,  totaled  1,571,000  short  tons  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.     This  was  361,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  but 
188,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  August  last  year.     Beet  sugar 
processors  stocks  of  647,000  tons  were  269,000  tons  less  than  on  July  31 
but  90,000  tons  more  than  on  Aug.  31,  last  year.  Cane  sugar  refiners' 
inventories  of  815,000  tons  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  20,000  tons  less 
than  at  the  end  of  July  and  84,000  tons  more  than  a  year  earlier. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  reported  by  States  of  destination  during 
the  first  seven  months  of  19  71  were  1.8  percent  below  those  of  the 
comparable  period  last  year.     Only  one  of  the  geographic  regions  —  the 
New  England  with  an  increase  of  0.5  percent — received  more  sugar  in  the 
19  71  period.     Regions  receiving  less  sugar  during  January- July  1971  were 
the  West  down  5.8  percent,  the  North  Central  down  2.4  percent,  the  mid- 
Atlantic  down  0.4  percent  and  the  South  down  0.3  percent. 


1/  Sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quota  at  year-end  but  physically  delivered 
in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year. 
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Invidividually ,  reported  deliveries  were  higher  to  21  States  in  the 
1971  period,  lower  to  28  States  and  about  the  same  in  one.     Three  States — 
Ohio,  Florida  and  Maryland —  had  increases  of  more  than  200,000  hundred- 
weight —  up  639,000,  248,000  and  233,000  hundredweight,  respectively, 
while  there  were  nine  States  to  which  deliveries  in  19  71  were  down 
100,000  hundredweight  or  more.     Illinois  and  California  with  reported 
deliveries  of  1,320,000  and  767,000  hundredweight  less,  respectively  had 
the  largest  declines  reflecting  constructive  deliveries  made  to  these 
States  at  the  year-end  19  70. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  processsors  of  food,  beverages  and  other 
products  during  the  first  half  of  1971  declined  0.9  percent  below  first 
half  deliveries  in  19  70  while  deliveries  for  consumption  in  the, homes  and 
institutions  were  down  4.8  percent.  Four  of  the  six  food  processing  groups 
received  more  sugar  during  the  1971  half.     Deliveries  to  manufacturers  of 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  showed  the  largest  increase,  up  8.8  percent, 
followed  by  canners ,  up  7.6  percent  and  multiple  and  unclassified  food 
uses,  up  6.6  percent.     Deliveries  to  beverage  manufacturers,  which 
accounted  for  about  35  percent  of  all  deliveries  to  industrial  type  users, 
increased  0.4  percent  during  the  first  six  months  of  1971.  Deliveries 
for  use  in  industrial  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor  catetory, 
increased  18.2  percent,  while  deliveries  for  use  in  bakery,  cereal  and 
related  products  declined  9.5  percent,  and  for  confectionery  and  related 
products  7.2  percent.     Deliveries  of  sugar  were  down  to  all  four  of  the 
non-industrial  categories  in  the  1971  half  as  compared  with  1970  with 
deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  down  14.5  percent, 
wholesalers  down  5.3  percent,  retailers  down  1.7  percent  and  all  other 
deliveries,  including  deliveries  to  Government  agencies,  down  23.1  percent. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less  than  50  pounds) 
by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  half  of  1971  were  up  0.8  percent 
as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  1970.     Increases  occurred  in  three  of 
the  five  geographical  regions.     The  middle-Atlantic  region  had  the  largest 
increase  up  6.8  percent  followed  by  the  North  Central  region  up  0.9  percent 
and  the  South  up  0.4  percent.     Decreases  occurred  in  the  West  down  3.7 
percent  and  the  New  England  down  2.4  percent.     Over-all  reported  deliveries 
of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  in  the  first  half  of  19  71  were  up 
2.4  percent  as  compared  with  this  period  of  1970  while  deliveries  of  beet 
sugar  similarly  packaged  declined  6.2  percent.     The  relative  proportions 
of  total  consumer-size  package  deliveries  in  the  first  half  of  1971  were 
83.0  percent  cane  sugar  and  17.0  percent  beet  and  for  the  first  half  of 
1970,  81.7  percent  cane  sugar  and  18.3  percent  beet. 
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First  half  deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by 
primary  distributors  during  19  71  were  down  3.3  percent  as  compared  with 
19  70;  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar,  which  accounted  for  19.3  percent 
of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  increased  8.7  percent 
while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  decreased  5.8  percent. 

First  half  1971  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and 
cane,  by  primary  distributors  were  up  5.0  percent  as  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1970;  deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for 
62.5  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  delivered  during  the  period,  increased 
21.8  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  decreased  14.6  percent. 

Sales  of  dextrose  during  the  first  half  of  1971  increased  1.6 
percent  above  those  of  the  first  half  of  1970.     Sales  to  industrial  users, 
which  accounted  for  about  9  7  percent  of  all  dextrose  sales  reported, 
increased  1.7  percent  and  sales  to  non-industrial  type  users  increased 
0.1  percent.     Four  of  the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  more 
dextrose  during  the  1971  half  as  compared  with  1970 — three  received  less. 
Those  with  increases  were  beverage  manufacturers  up  44.8  percent, 
confectionery  and  related  products  up  16.0  percent,  canners  up  12.9  percent 
and  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  up  10.3  percent.  Deliveries  of 
dextrose  for  use  in  industrial  non-food  products,  the  second  most  important 
category,  declined  the  most,     14.5  percent,  while  deliveries  for  use  in 
baked  goods,  cereals  and  allied  products,  which  accounted  for  more  than 
40  percent  of  all  dextrose  sales  reported,  declined  6.7  percent  and 
deliveries  for  use  in  ice  cream  and  dairy  products,  a  relatively  minor 
category,  declined  2.6  percent. 

During  the  period  under  review,  no  nex%r  announcements  of  changes  in 
the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  several 
geographic  regions  were  noted.     Shown  below  are  the  quoted  prices  as  of 
Sept.   27  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack 
(100-pound  paper  bags)   and  in  bulk,  by  regions:

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Actual  prices  may  differ  somewhat  from  the  quotations.  During  the 
period  of  the  price  freeze,  the  actual  price  that  may  be  charged  by  each 
seller  of  refined  sugar  can  be  no  higher  than  the  price  inclusive  of 
discounts  that  he  charged  on  a  substantial  portion  of  his  sales  during 
the  base  period  July  16  through  Aug.  14,  1971. 

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  August  was  13.70  cents  per  pound  compared  with  13.64 
cents  in  July  and  13.12  cents  in  August  of  last  year. 

The  quoted  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  YOrk  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  averaged  8.66  cents  per  pound  in  August,  up  from  8.5  8  cents  in 
July  and  8.19  cents  in  August  of  last  year.     During  the  first  eight  months 
of  1971,  the  quotation  has  averaged  8.46  cents  per  pound,  4.7  percent 
above  the     8.08  cents.1  averaged  during  that  period  of  last  year.  The 
quotation  remained  unchanged  at  8.61  cents  per  pound  from  Aug.  26  until 
Sept.  21,  when  it  declined  to  8.50  cents  per  pound.

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  reported  that  prospects  for 
the  1971  sugarbeet  crop  improved  slightly  during  August.      Based  on 
conditions  as  of  Sept.  1,  production  is  now  forecast  at  25.7  million 
tons  as  compared  with  25.4  million  tons  forecast  a  month  earlier.  If  the 
Sept.  1  forecast  is  realized,  the  1971  crop  in  terms  of  sugarbeet  tonnage 
would  be  about  two  percent  below  last   )ear  and  eight  percent  below  the 
record  1969  crop.     Yield  prospects  improved  in  Colorado,  Nebraska  and 
Washington. 

Prospects  for  1971  mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed 
on  Sept.  1  were  unchanged  from  Aug.  1,  although  hurricane  Edith  which 
struck  the  sugarcane  belt  in  Louisiana  on  Sept.  16  is  expected  to 
reduce  yields  in  that  State.     Initial  estimates  of  the  damage  by  industry 
sources  indicate  that  yields  may  average  about  24  tons  of  sugarcane  per 

^        acre  compared  with  26  tons  estimated  prior  to  the  storm.     If  the  initial 
assessment  of  storm  damage  is  borne  out,  mainland  sugarcane  production 

*        for  sugar  and  seed  would  total  about  14.3  million  tons,  or  about  7  percent 
more  than  last  year  and  23  percent  more  than  the  1969  crop.  However,  it  is 
likely  that  the  hurricane  has  also  reduced  the  quantity  of  sugar  which 
can  be  obtained  from  each  ton  of  sugarcane. 

Sept.  1  prospects  for  sugarcane  production  in  Hawaii  were  unchanged 
from  a  month  earlier  and  1971  crop  harvest  is  about  on  schedule.  Production 
ofQcane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Sept.  18,  1971  totaled  992,577  short  tons, 
96      basis  compared  with  985,540. tons  produced  through  Sept.  26,  1970. 
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The  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for 
World  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Gon tract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  4.37  cents  per  pound  during  August,  up 
from  4.20  cents  during  July  and  3.83  cents  during  August  of  last  year. 
For  the  period  January-August  19  71  the  quotation  averaged  4.49  cents  per 
pound.     Since  trading  in  the  No.   11  Contract  commenced  on  May  5,  1970, 
figures  are  not  available  for  the  comparable  period  of  last  year .However , 
the  quotation  for  the  NO.   8  Contract  for  World  sugar  (bagged),  which  was 
generally  quoted  about   .07  cent  per  pound  higher  than  for  bulk  sugar 
(primarily  because  of  the  costs  of  bags  and  bagging),  averaged  3.59  cents 
per  pound  during  the  January-August  19  70  period. 

The  quotation  for  World  sugar  weakened  during  the  latter  part  of 
August,  declining  from  4.53  cents  per  pound  on  Aug.  18,  to  4.15  cents  on 
Aug.   31.     This  trend  has  continued  into  September  when  the  quotation 
declined  from  4.15  cents  on  Sept.  1  to  3.90  cents  on  Sept.  17,  but  on 
Sept.  22,  it  strengthened,  rising  to  3.94  cents.     On  Sept.  24,  World 
sugar  was  quoted  at  3.94  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  Sept.  1-24, 
averaged  3.99  cents  compared  with  3.87  cents  during  the  same  period  last 


year .
